They may refer any case to Government for 
advice or orders if they consider such a course desirable . The 
following conditions shall be imposed whenever permission is 
granted : 
1. that the work connected with the publication of the book 

does not interfere with the official duties of the author . 
2. that the author does not canvass in support of the sale of 

copies of the book . 
3. that while giving the description of the author on the 

title page or elsewhere , care is taken to make it clear 

that the work is not officially sponsored . 
4. that an introduction is included in the book explaining 

the office which the author held or was holding while 
writing the book and that it is not an official publica 

tion . 
5. that the official designation of the author does not appear 

on the title page or chapter headings and 
6. that a proof copy of the book is submitted to the head of 
the Department concerned for perusal and return .

2. The above orders were modified by the G. O. read as 
Second paper above, to the extent that if an officer forwarding 
an application for the closure of Provident Fund Account and 
the final withdrawal of Provident Fund amount did not indicate 
any amount as recoverable from the applicant, it might be 
assumed that there were no pre - 1951 liabilities and that in such 
cases payment might be authorised without insisting on t e 
production of a non - liability certificate .

3. In the G. Os. read as 3rd , 4th , 5th , 6th , 7th and th : papers 
above, orders were issurd permitting non-refundable wiib . 
drawals by subscribers who have completed 25 years of service 
or were within 5 years of the date of superannuation from their 
Provident Fund Accounts for certain purp ses and subject to 
certain terms and conditions specified therein . One of the 
conditions for the grant of non - refundable advance from Provi. 
dent Fund money is that the subscriber concerned should 
produce a certificate to the effect that there are no liabilities 
outstanding agains him incurred prior to 1.4.1951 which have to 
be recovered from him . 

4. The Director of Public Instruction has now requested 
orders as to whether the investigation of liabilities of an Officer 
for the periods prior to 1-4-1951 for the purposes of closing 
Provident Fund Accounts and of non - refundable withdrawals 
from Provident Fund money may not be dropped hereafter as 
more than 9 years have elapsed since 1-4-1951 and as all such 
liabilities might have been settled by this time. 

5. The "Accountant General who was consulted in the matter 
has stated that for purposes of audit , the orders contained in the 
G. O. dated 11-11-1957 are sufficient. 

6. In having considered the question carefully , the Govern 
ment are pleased to extend the orders regarding the non - liability 
certificate contained in the G. O. Fin (RC ) 3-27466 / 57 dated 
11-11-1957 to all cases of non -refundable withdrawals from Pro 
vident Fund money specified in the G. Os, referred to in para 3 
above. The Government also wish to impress , upon the Heads 
of Departments that it is their responsibility to ensure that no 
liability is lost sight of.

In G. O.(P ) No: 416 /60 / Fin ., dated 23-8-1960 Government had 
sanctioned the benefit of the liberalised pension rules contained 
in part III of the Kerala Service Rules being given retrospective 
effect from 1-11-1956 and a period of three months from 1-9-1960 
was also fixed for the concerned persons (i, e ., those who retired 
after 1-11-1956 but before 1-11-1957 ) to exercise their option to 
be governed either by the Pension Rules in the Kerala Service 
Rules or the old rules applicable to them .

In the G. 0. read as first paper above, deligating certain 
powers to the Head of Departments, it has been or ered that 
the Heads of Departments would be competent to sa iction 
Temporary Withdrawals from P. F. Credits by subordinates of 
the Departments, upto a maximum of Rs. 1000 in each case. in 
normal ca es and upto Rs. 500,in special ca es , subject to the 
other conditions and limitations under the Rules of the Fund. 

In the G. O. read as seco od paper above, it has been ordered

It is seen that applications for advances when previous 
advance is outstanding repayment, are invariably forwarded 
to the Finance Department for sanction , as it is not clear whether 
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the delegation sanctioned in the G. O. read as first paper above 
would cover the sanction under the G. O. read as second paper 
also . 

Having considered the position , Government are pleased to 
order that the deles ation sanctioned in the G. O. read as first 
paper above will apply to the grant of temporary advances in 
terms of Rule 14 (i) (c) of the G.P. F. (Madras ) Rules. Accord 
ingly Heads of Departments can sanction as a special case a 
second temporary advance when the previous advance is out. 
standing repayment, subject to the monetary limit of Rs. 500 
prescribed in G.O. P. 400/58 dated 31-3-1958 in respect of special 
cases and subject to other conditions and limitations under the 
rules of the Fund . In all other cases, sanction of Government in 
the Finance Department should be obtained. 

Government, however, wish to make it clear that the 
intention behind the new Rule is not to sanction temporary 
advances indiscriminately whenever subscribers apply for it. 
Ap application for a fresh temporary advance, when a previous 
advance already sanctioned is outstanding repayment should be 
considered by the sanctioning authority on merits of each case , 
taking into account the special reasons furnished by the 
subscriber, as also the capacity of the subscriber to repay , the 


same.

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was 
referred to me by Government for adjudication under Section 
10- ( 1) ( c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 ( Central Act 
XIV of 1947) by Order No. 53759 L5- /59-1 / L &LAD dated 
20-10-1959. The question referred for adjudication relates to : 

" Discharge of worker K. Divakaran " . 

The case put forward by the Union in their statement is the 
following: 

The Management of Asramam Tile Works, Asramnam , Quilon 
discharged from their service Sri K. Divakaran (card No. 39) 
effective from 28-5-1959 . The said discharge is thoroughly 
arbitrary and without any justification . Before discharging him 
from service, the Management did not give him an opportunity 
to prove his innocence . There was no charge sheet or enquiry 
conducted . Sri Divakaran was doing his work loyally and 
faithfully ever since the date of his appointment, i.e., for 10 
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years . At the time of discharge he was getting wages at the 
rate of Rs. 2. 25 nP. per day . The Management was actually 
victimising Sri Divakaran for his active trade union work 
in the factory . The allegations raised in the order of discharge 
dated 29-5-1959 are thoroughly baseless and were duly denied by 
Sri Divakaran . He is not guilty of any offences so as to warrant 
a punishment of discharge . 

It is therefore priyed that an award be passed re -instating 
Sri K Divakaran with full back wages, and also cost to the 
Union . 

In the reply statement filed by theManagement the following 
contentions are raised : - 

Sri Divakaran was discharged as a result of disciplinary 
action taken against him for grave misconduct. On 27-5-1959 in 
the evening Sri Divakaran got into the office of the fact ry and 
demanded the clerk , Sri K.Somanathan Pillai, to erase the words 
" the Employee refused alternative work offered by the mange 
ment" entered in his attendance card . When the clerk refused 
that Sri Divakaran abused hiin using the words " 1681B os 
താന്ന്യാസങ്ങൾ കാണിക്കുന്നതു്, എ ൻ റ കാർഡില ല്ല എതു കാള്ള രുതാ

ഞാൻ വകവച്ചുതരത്തില്ല This was in the presence of several 
cumstomers as also of Sri P. V. Narayana Pillai, the lessee 
occupier of the factory Sri M.Lambodaran Nayar, the Factory 
Manager, was also present. When Sri Divakaran refused to 
leave the place even after request and continued to abuse Sri 
K. Somanathan Pillai, Sri P. V. Narayana Pillai, the occupier , 
intervened and asked Sri Divakaran to stop abusing the clerk . 
Thereupon Sri Divakaran turned to the lesseee occupier hins- jf 
and shouted at him " leComo JO . അ ആ ര ക ൾ ക്കാൻ എനിക്ക 
മനസ്സില്ല . നിങ്ങൾ പഠിച്ചതുപോലെ നോക്കി ക്കാള്ള ണം 11 On 28-5-1959 
a show cause notice was issued to him detailing the above charge 
ofmisconduct against him and calling upon his explanation . 
Sri Divakaran accepted the notice and submitted his explanation 
the same day. In his explanation he admitted having gone into 
the office to get his card corrected, but denied having abused the 
employer or any member of the staff. As the off -nces committed 
by Sii Divakaran were in the presence of the Manager and of 
the lessee occupier , there was no necessity of conducting any 
further fact finding enquiry for the purpose . The only question 
to be decided was as to the nature of the punishment to be 
awarded . In c nsultation with the lessee occupier who had 
employed Sri Divakaran and after taking into consideration the 
actecedents of the workman , it was decided to discharge him 
from the service of the factory , and a notice, was issued to him 
accordingly on 29-5-1959 . The offence committed by Sri 
Divakaran warrants the punishment of discharge. His previous 
conduct was so bad that no lesser punishment could be awarded . 
Sri Divakaran was not ding his work loyally and iaithfully . 
He was being paid 75 nP. per day as basic wages and his 
dearness oilowance paid monthly at the rate of 2 Annas per 
point of living index above hundred for the Quilon area . Sri 
Divakaran was not doing any trade union work within the 


factory . He was not discharged by way of victimisation for 
any trade union activity . The statements made in the order of 
discharge dated 8-5-1959 are al: true. SriKDivakaran is not 
entitled to any reliefs. 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed upholding 
the contentions of the Management. 

The Union has filed a Rejoinder reiterating the allegations 
in their statement and controverting the contentious of the 
Management. 

The issues that arise for determination are : 

(1 ) Is the discharage of Sri Divakaran justified or not ? 

( 2 ) In either case to what reliefs is he entitled ? 
Issue No. 1 : - 

The worker was discharged by the management on the 
ground of misconduct and insubordination . In Ext. W1 the worker 
accused of a disorderly and defiant behaviour towards the 
les: ee occupier of the factory . In Ext.W2 the worker admits that 
he went to the office and asked about the entry in the card to the 
effect that he refused alternative employment on 23-5-1959 bul 
de nies insubordinate behaviour. The lessee occupier against 
whom the worker is alleged to have behaved defiantly , was ex 
amined as EWI but his examination was not completed due to 
his prolonged illness . In the sworn statement of the worker as 
WW1ne would state that he had conducted himself in a very 
polite way when he asked about the entry in the card . But he 
admits that the lessee occupier intervened and asked him to 
stop talking. hat itself would show that his conduct in the 
office and his mode of talk necessitated the occupier s inter 
vention . WW2, anuther worker, says in his chief examination 
itself thus 010 A ond modelamoşi moes 3 amor jomusta Oc doom

itself would show that Sri Divakaran did not conduct himself 
peacefully as he would pretend . Even if a clerk did a mistake 
the worker concerned could redress his grievance by complaining 
to the employer . It is not open to the worker himself to take 
the clerk to task . There was absolutely no occasion for 
Divakaran to go to the office on the 27th May 1957 unless for 
picking up a quarrel, is also clear from his deposition . He says 
alo .

1361 2." This would show that Sri Divakaran went to the 
office on 27-5-1959 only to create a scene and not to satisfy his 
curiosity regarding the entry in the card . EW2 the Manager of 
the factory swears that he heard Divakaran talking to the lessee 
occupier as follows : " 76013 00 oog alswm , woont A DODA A wg . 
നിങ്ങൾ പഠിച്ചതുംപാല നോ ക്കി ക്കാ ള്ള ണം , Somanatha Pillai the 
concerned clerk , as EW3, also swears in like terms. It is also to 
be noted that the above defiant words are extracted even in 
Ext. W1the show cause notice issued on the very next day of the 
incident. Therefore it could never be said that the above is a 
cooked up statement. As a matter of fact, the Management . 


could have dismissed the worker from their service. It is true 
that the Management has not conducted any enquiry , but they 
have established before this Court by reliable evidence that he 
is guilty of the misconduct alleged against him . Even in the 
abseuce of an enquiry , the Management is free to tender evidence 
defore this Court to prove the misconduct and that they have 
bone the same. It would appear that the Management did not 
want to mar the future of the worker by dismissing hin from 
their services. That may be the reason why he was only dis 
charged. Therefore on a consideration of the entire evidence 
before me. I hold that the discharge of Sri Divakaran is quite 
justified ." Issue found accordingly . 

19sue No. 2 : 

The Management having only discharged the worker, should 
have offered him some comp - nsation. From the deposition of 
the worker concerned , it would appear that he has only 4 years 
service under the present Management. Any way taking into 
consideration the facts and circumstances of this case , I direct 
the Management to pay him a lump sum compensation of Rs. 200 , 
Issue found accordingly . 

In the result, I pass an award as indicated above. Both 
parties shall bear their respective costs .

Teaders shall reach the office of the Executive Engineer, 
Kottayam , before 4 p . m . on 10th of March 1961. Government 
reserve the right to withdraw the Toll Gate or change its 
position before the date of acceptance of the tenders. Each 
tender must be accompanied by a chalan receipt for Rs. 750 being 
earnest money to be deposited before tendering. Countersigned 
chalans can be had from the office of the Executive Engineer , 
P. W.D. Kottayam Division . Tenderers who submit tenders 
from outside Kerala State will be permitted to remit the earnest 
money in cash Tenders not accompanied by the required earnest 
money will not be considered . The earnest money deposited by 
the unsuccessful tenderers will be released as soon as possible 
after the tenders are disposed of. 

The earnest money of the successful tenderer will be released 
only after the expiry of the period . 
Name and description of Toll Gate . 

1. Toll Gate is situated at the Northern end of the Palai 
bridge . 

Rules. 
The tenders will be opened at 4 p . m . on 10-3-1961 in the 
presence of the tenderers or their representatives who choose to 
be present and will be considered firm for a period of two 
months. The acceptance of the tender rests with the Chief 
Engineer, who shall be at liberty (a ) to accept or reject any or 
all the tenders without assigning any reason therefor , or (b ) 
to dispose of the Gate in any manner that the Chief Engineer 
may consider fit. 

2. No tenderer shall withdraw or amend his tender during 
the firm period of the tender. If he so withdraws or amends his 
tender, the earnest money deposited by him will be forfeited to 
Government and fresh arrangements made for the lease, 

3. The accepted tenderer shall within 3 days after the 
acceptance of his tender is intimated to him , deposit an amount 
which , together with the earnest money will be equal to approxi 
mately 10 per cent of the tendered amount as security for the 
proper fulfilment of the contract and shall execute an agreement 
on stamp paper of the requisite yalue at his own cost binding 
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himself to strictly adhere to the conditions herein set forth . If 
the 10 per cent of the tendered amount is below Rs. 750 the 
earnest money of Rs. 750 will be treated as security . If he fails 
or refuses to execute an agreement he will not be allowed to 
collect the toll and all deposits already made by him will be 
forfeited to Government and the exclusive right disposed of 
otherwise as the Chief Engineer may deem fit. In the case of 
the lessee s death after signing the agreement it shall be binding 
on his heirs and assignees. 

4. As soon as the agreement has been executed and de 
posited with Executive Engineer , Kottayam he will issue an order 
assigning to the lessee the exclusive privilege of the collection 
of the toll subject to the following conditions : - 

(i) The lessee shall not by virtue of the exclusive pri 
vileges covered by the lease : 

(a ) Levy toll not authorised or prohibited by law . 

(b ) Levy tolls in excess of the rates in the schedule here . 
unto annexed . 

( c ) Establish any toll gate not covered by the agreement. 

(d ) Sell, transfer with or without consideration or sub 
let the lease . 

(e ) Detain without adequate cause , any vehicle arriving 
at the gate but shall pass them on without delay immediately 
after the tolls due or paid and shall behave towards the public 
with the utmost civility in the discharge of his duties . 

( f) Leave the toll gate closed or unattended at any time 
during the day and night or leave the toll gate in charge of any 
person under 18 years of age. 

(g ) Levy any toll on any vehicle not actually crossing 
the river over the bridge. 

(ii ) The lessee will have to put up or hire toll gate 
buildings and check gates at his own cost and remove the same 
on the expiry of the lease period . 

The rents for the Departmental Store- shed about 48 x 10 
near the toll gate on the northern bank of the river and the small 
Departınental temporary shed for the Watcher close to the Toll 
Gate, at Palai, if required by the lessee ; sball be Rs. 8 per 
mensem and Rs. 2 per mensem respectively . 

These rents are exclusive of the necessary annual repairs 
and maintenance charges which shall be carried out by the 
lessee at his cost to the statisfaction of the Departmental officers 
in charge . 

(iii) (a ) The lessee shall after executing the agreement 
deposit in advance on or before 31st March 1961 a sum equal to 
one fourth of the accepted lease amount. 

(b ) The balance of the annual lease amount shall be 
remitted into the nearest Government Treasury by the lessee 
in three equal instalments on the 1st day of July 1961 , October 
1961 and January 1962. If the 1st day of any month happens to 
be public holiday the instalment for that month shall be paid on 
the succeeding working day failing which a sum .equal to 
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1 per cent of the amount of the instalment or portion there . 
of due from the lessee shall be recovered as penalty for every 
day the instalment or portion thereof remains unpaid after 
the due date , up to the limit of the amount of security deposited 
by him . 

( c) Should payment of any instalment be delayed for 
more than 15 days after the due date even after the infiction 
of the penalty of one per cent referred to in (iii) (b ) above for 
a delayed payment, the lease will be cancelled and the toll 
gate auctioned or otherwise disposed of. Che loss to Govern 
ment, if any, on account of the subsequent arrangement will 
be made good from the defaulting lessee as though it were 
arrears of Land Revenue .

Annual Toll pass to any bona fide inhabitant to enable the 
vehicle maintained solely for his private use to pass through 
the bridge toll gate , provided the inhabitant produces a certi 
ficate from the Tahsildar of the Taluk in which the inhabitant 
resides, to the effect that the inhabitant is residing within a 
radius of two miles from the bridge and that the vehicle in 
respect of which the pass is applied for is, maintained or kept 
solely for his private use.

No refund shall be 
made in the event of a pers in disposing of his vehicle during 
that period . The number and year of the annual toll pass 
issued for vehicles shall be painted in a conspicuous place on 
the vehicle . No such annual toll pass shall be i- sued for vehi 
cles plying for hire or commercial purposes . The expression 
inhabitant, in this condition does not include any Partnership , 
Firm or Company. 
Note. The expression , private use , in this condition does not 

include use for trade or business purposes . 

(vii) All incidental charges in realising the tolls from 
the vehicles and legal charges in proceedings under the Act, 
against any defaulting vehicles shalll be borne entirely by the 
lessee . 

(viii) ( a ) The lessee shall maintain Warning Notice 
Boards and at night. three lights at the toll gate at his cost , 
one bright red lamp with white light to shine on the gate to 
be fixed by the side of the gate and two other lights with the 
words " Bridge Toll Gate Stop ” inscribed legibly on the lantern 
panes. The notice boards shall be tixed about 100 yards away 
on each side of the gate to give sufficient warning to approach 


ing vehicles . 


(b ) A large notice board setting forth the schedule of 
maximum rates shall also be put up near the toll gate which 
may be ordered to be fixed at either end of the bridge at the 
discretion of the Executive Engineer, Kottayam . 

( ix ) The lessee , if he is not a permanent resident in Kerala 
State shall nominate an authorised agent in Kerala State who 
shall receive and answer letters on his behalf and be answer 
able to Government for all his action regarding the lease of 
the toll gate . Thr name of such agent shall be communicated 
in writing to the Chief Engineer , P. W. D. and other Depart 
mental Officers in charge of the toll gate on or before the com 
mencement of the collection . Any change of agent shall also 
be promptly communicated to them .

(xi) In the case of any breach of the conditions of the 
agreement by the lessee or by any person employed by him 
or by any other persons with the connivance or privity of the 
lessee, it shall be competent for the Executive Engineer , 
Kottayam to declare the advances, instalment of lease amount 
deposited by the lessee as forfeited to Government to cancel 
the lease and to re- sell or otherwise dispose of the toll gate at 
the risk of the lessee. Any loss to Government caused thereby 
shall be made good by the lessee. The lessee will not be entitled 
to claim any share that may accrue by such re-sale or other 
disposal of the lease of the Toll Gate . 

( xii) For every breach either on the part of the lessee or 
his agent of the conditions (i) to (x ) of rules 4 supra the 
Executive Engineer concerned may impose fine not exceeding 
Rs. 25 at a time.
